submitted a bill which would 
permit incorporated cities to

firms and use rent receipts for 
retirement of the bonds. 

Such industrial programs 
could not be started under 
terms of the measure until a 
certificate of convenience and 
necessity had been obtained 
from the state Division of Re- 
sources and Development au- 
thorizing issuance of the bonds. 
The bond issue would have to 
be approved by voters in the 
municipality by a two-thirds 
vote.

Ichord said such industrial 
programs have proved “tre- 
mendously successful” in Mis- 
sissippi and he. believed the 
proposed legislation would be 
beneficial in Missouri, particu- 
larly in the rural areas. 

At the same time, Ichord and 
Hearnes introduced a proposed 
constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing municipalities to is- 
sue such bonds. 

A similar proposed constitu- 
tional amendment was intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator 
J. F. Patterson (Dem.), Caruth- 
ersville. Patterson’s amend- 
ment, however, would require a

. @ble votes for approval of such 
a bend issue.

RAYS TURN TULIPS 
BACK 1000 YEARS 
TO WILD STATE 


LONDON, Jan. 3 (AP)—A 
group of British atomic scien- 
tists say they have turned the 
clock back 1000 years by mak- 
ing modern tulips revert to 
their original wild state. 


The scientists achieved their 
results by treating tulips with 
atomic rays at the newly formed 
Technical Irradiation Center at 
Wantage in Berkshire. 


irradiation group, said the ob- 
ject of the work is to investi- 
gate the effects of atomic radi- 
ation on all forms of living and 
inanimate matter. 

The tulip was selected in one 
of the first experiments because 
it is a flower that man has 
crossed and recrossed for many 
centuries in his effort to im- 
prove on nature. The. stem of 
the wild tulip was much shorter, 
its leaves unpointed and its 
petals gerierally. yellow, The sci- 
entists succeeded in making 
modern tulips regress te that 
state.

The price of gasoline has

Bohrer of the Sixth. Davis 
replied that he was only ex- 
plaining parliamentary  pro- 
cédures and insisted he had 
never tried to be a spokesman 
for anyone but himself.

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—Cangress has the power to in- 
quire into “belicfs and associa- 
tions” while carrying out its 
lawmaking functions, the United 
States Court of Appeals ruled 
today. 

The court’s unanimous opin- 
ion rejected the contention of a 
former college teacher that Con- 
gress, through its committees, 
has no constitutional authority 
to require a witness to answer 
questions as to his beliefs and 
associations. 

The decision affirmed the con- 
tempt of Congress conviction of 
Lloyd Barenblatt, a former in- 
structor at Vassar College. 


; | Barenblatt received a six-month 
jail sentence and a fine of $250 


in United States district court 
in Washington last March. 


Judge Walter M. Bastian, 
who wrote the court’s opinion, 
agreed that Congress does not 
have general power to inquire 
into political beliefs and asso- 
ciations. But, Bastian said, “It 
does have that power when the 
answer to the question posed 
can be and is regarded by Con- 
gress as having value in the 
exercise of legislative duty.” 


‘It Can and It Has.’ 
“Congress can legislate on 
internal security dangers it has 
declared to have arisen from 
the activities of the Commu- 
nist party in this country,” Bas- 
tian said. “It can and it has.”

No Special Immunity. 

He said that persons “who 
incidentally happen to be teach- 
ers” have no special immunity 
from inquiry into their activi- 
ties “when those activities re- 
late to matters which are a le- 
gitimate concern of the Con- 
gress.”

U.N. Aid for a U.N. Job 


It would be undesirable in several ways for 
Congress to withhold from President Eisen- 
hower the declaration he seeks that this country 
would 7vesist Communist aggression in the Mid- 
dle East. But it would also be undesirable for 
either Congress or the Administration to mis- 
take the declaration for a policy. Much more 
will be needed if a strong and positive Middle 
East policy is to be fashioned, to take advan- 
tage of what the President rightly calls a “great 
opportunity for world leadership.” 

Congress cannot afford to turn the President 
down, even though some members may question 
the need for the declaration, because the con- 
sequence might well be to encourage further 
Communist intervention, And though it may be 
said that the President as Commander-in-Chief 
already possesses the power which he asks Con- 
gress to vest him with, still a plain public 
notice, coneurred in by both Legislative and 
Executive branches, undoubtedly would carry 
some added force among people overseas not 
familiar with our Constitution. 

No new commitment would be involved. We 
are already bound by the United Nations Char- 
ter to resist armed aggression anywhere. We 
are morally bound by the Truman Doctrine for 
defense of Greece and Turkey to resist Soviet 
intervention in the Eastern Mediterranean. As 
co-sponsor and backer though not a full mem- 
ber of the Baghdad Pact, we have another moral 
commitment to do the same. 

What must be kept in mind is that despite all 
these “declarations’” which the Administration 
now proposes to reiterate, Soviet influence has 
definitely penetrated the Eastern Mediterranean. 
All the military barriers have been leapfrogged 
simply because the barriers alone were not ap- 
propriate to the kind of game Moscow has been 
playing. To draw one more military line may 
have a favorable effect among some European 
allies and anti-Communist elements in the Mid- 
die East, but by itself can do little to meet the 
real Soviet threat there, As the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst writes, that threat is 10 per 
cent military, 90 per cent political and economic. 

This is apparently why the President also 
intends to ask for an enlarged program of eco- 
nomic aid, to be administered under his per- 
sonal emergency authority. But Congress should 
ask whether it is going to be enough simply to 
step up the dollars for old assistance programs 
which did not prevent the Soviet penetration 
of Egypt and Syria that has already taken place, 
and did not prevent the Israeli-British-French 
attack that brought the world so close to gen- 
eral war. 

Specifically the question to be asked is why 
more of our economic aid to the Middle East 
cannot be channeled at once through the United 
Nations. Just as the President should make 
indubitably clear our intention to use military 
force in fullest collaboration with and support 
of the U.N., so he should do everything possible 
to demonstrate that we are not seeking merely 
to replace a waning British and French colonial 
influence with national power of our own. 

The much discussed “vacuum” in the Middle 
East need not and perhaps cannot be filled by 
American strength as the only alternative to 
Soviet domination. It can be filled by genu- 
inely independent Middle Eastern nations, sup- 
ported by the collective power of the U.N. 

This ought to be the American objective and 
it should be declared at every opportunity. One 
of the best ways to do it would be through an 
expanded U.N. assistance program. 
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To Circuit Attorney Eagleton 

At his swearing in ceremony, St. Louis’s new 
Circuit Attorney, Thomas F. Eagleton, made a 
commendably modest and earnest statement of 
his desire to serve the people. Other speakers 

ferred to the importance of the office and in 
pi they made no mistake. No other elective 

fficial is so responsible for the state of law 
and order in this community. 

At the age of 27, Mr. Eagleton is doubtless 
the youngest man ever elected as Circuit Attor- 
ney. Certainly he is some five years younger 
than the famous Joseph W. Folk when he took 
the office in 1901. If Thomas F. Eagleton will 
counsel with the best advisers, scrupulously ful- 
fill the legal duties of his post and uphold the 
State and Federal Constitutions, he can over- 
come the handicaps that go with youth. At the 
same time he can apply a young man’s indus- 
try and vigor to his important work. 

We wish him a most successful tenure as the 
people’s representative in criminal cases. So, 
we believe, does all St. Louis! 
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A Farewell Address 

Gov. Donnelly’s farewell address to the Legis- 
lature will stand as a kind of farewell message 
from the Governor to Missouri. In great measure 

.the Governor, who leaves office Jan. 14, has 
left the state in a sound financial position to 
meet immediate needs. 

What are those needs? Gov. Donnelly wisely 
leaves the formation of a major plan to his 
successor, Lt. Gov. James T. Blair. But the re- 
tiring Governor has also taken a humane look 
at the state of state affairs and has emphasized 
the need for a more liberal welfare program. 
The aged, the blind, the indigent and the de- 
pendent children all have suffered from the 
slow rise in living costs. The Governor urges 
the Legislature to take a new look at their 
plight. 

As a farewell, Gov. Donnelly has given Mis- 
souri a sound financial bequest. And for Gov. 
Blair he is leaving the aspiration that Missouri 
will consider those citizens who have been left 
out of the state’s progress toward better living. 
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Let the CAA Have Freedom 


Senator Mike Monroney of Oklahoma is go- 
ing to renew his fight in the coming Congress 
to separate the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion from the Commerce Department. Mr. 
Monroney’s move, which failed in the last 
Congress, is based largely on the Senator’s be- 
lief that the agency is suffering from inter- 
ference by ground-minded Cabinet officials 
and will always be a stepchild until it is re- 
stored to its old status as an independent body. 

The CAA and the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
an independent five-man agency, together form 
what might be called the air ministry of the 
United States, The CAA, as the enforcing arm 
of the CAB, is supposed to see that the CAB 
safety rules and other regulations are enforced, 
Thus, when the CAA and the CAB investigate 
an accident they also are to a large extent in- 
vestigating themselves. That makes it difficult 
to achieve objectivity and is one of the reasons 
why the Air Line Pilots Association, represent- 
ing 11,000 pilots and co-pilots, has protested 
the present setup and wants the old Air Safety 
Board, which did so well during its short life 
in 1939 and 1940, re-established. 

Senator Monroney argued in the last Con- 
gress that CAA efficiency had been badly hurt 
by “politics and penny-pinching.” And there 
has been ample evidence within the past year, 
highlighted by the Grand Canyon collision and 


crash in which 128 persons died, that the na- 
tion’s air traffic control system is so obsolete 
as to constitute a daily peril. 

Senator Monroney deserves all the support 
he can get in his campaign to win independence 
for the CAA. It should not be a satellite of 
the Commerce Department. And if the old 
Air Safety Board is brought back, then the 
CAA, the CAB and the nation’s air industry 
should all find their status improved, 
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Two Resolutions for the Council 

It is going to cost more than ever before to 
govern St. Louis county in 1957. The record ap- 
propriation of some $9,500,000 voted by the 
Council amounts to about $500,000 more than 
this year’s budget. And while that is a solid 5.6 
per cent rise, it is merely the beginning. 

The budget figure as approved provides funds 
for only seven or eight months of operations in 
several county offices and the Health Depart- 
ment. Evidently the Council expects to appropri- 
ate generously from an income item of about 
$500,000 that Supervisor Matthews indicates will 
become available for spending next year. If it 
does become available and if it is spent, the cost 
of county government will jump 11 per cent. 

Unfortunately, the total tax burden will not 
be shared equally. Because of the gross inequities 
imbedded in the county’s assessment system, 
some people will be carrying more than their 
fair share of the tax load while others will be 
enjoying somewhat of a free ride. 

A fair assessment, on the basis of a state-wide 
standard set by the Missouri Tax Commission, is 
80 per cent of true value. The county has been 
promised a parcel-by-parcel reassessment that 
will bring equity to the assessment rolls. When 
will it begin? And when will the Council move 
vigorously to see that it does? 

On top of this, there is the urgent question of 
whether county government ought .to cost as 
much as it does. Every major administrative of- 
fice in the county is run by an elective official 
who in effect is his own boss, and who naturally 
thinks his prime function is to ¢ontinue in office. 
The system is hardly conducive to economy. 

Under the Missouri Constitution the county 
enjoys the right to fix the number, kinds, man- 
ner of selection, terms of office and salaries of 
its many officers. Any change would require 
amendment of the County Charter, and here 
again the Council has the power to lead. 

So as costs rise in the county, the Council 
might show its concern for the people by making 
two New Year’s resolutions: First, to force a 
real and substantial start on reassessments. Sec- 
ond, to take the lead for charter reforms. 
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Not So Many Freshmen 

Seldom is a new Congress so little changed 
from the old. Only nine Senators were to be 
sworn in as newcomers elected last November 
and two of these—Republicans Cooper of Ken- 
tucky and Revercomb of West Virginia—have 
served prior terms. Three others, Republicans 
Morton of Kentucky and Javits of New York 
and Democrat Carroll of Colorado, have been 
members of the House at one time or another. 
That leaves only four who have not been in 
Congress before—Democratic Govs. Lausche of 
Ohio and Talmadge of Georgia and Democrats 
Clark of Pennsylvania and Church of Idaho. 

Proportionately the House is only a little 
more changed. With a total membership of 433 
(two vacancies resulting from post-election 
deaths), there are only 49 new faces. Often 
there are considerably more freshmen. Un- 
doubtedly the President’s popularity on the one 
hand and the favor the Democrats enjoy for 
Congress tended to offset each other in the con- 
gressional races with the result that fewer new- 
comers arrived than is often the case. 

The prospect on Capitol Hill, therefore, is for 
a Congress not markedly different from the 
last. If that is so the Eisenhower Administration 
will be the gainer since in its first term its rela- 
tions with Congress were better in the last two 
Democratic years than in the first two Repub- 
lican years. 
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As the Saar Turns German Again 

Perhaps the most hopeful aspect of the re- 
turn of the Saar to German dominion was Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s remark that it was not easy 
for the French to give up this industrial area 
and that, so, the transfer may point the way 
to the recovery of Germany’s other “lost” ter- 
ritories from Poland and Russia. 

Only time can tell whether Dr. Adenauer was 
too optimistic. After all, he is a good European 
who urged the Saarlanders to vote for “Euro- 
peanization” rather than for return to Germany. 
When two thirds of them disregarded his ad- 
vice, such a man was able to negotiate with 
European-minded French leaders. Further he 
made very considerable economic concessions to 
France. Even now that the October agreement 
has been formalized, the Saar will continue until 
1960 to use French currency and to belong to 
the French customs union. 

The case is paradoxical. A border area like 
the Saar seemingly ought to fit most easily into 
the United Europe so fervently desired by men 
like Adenauer and Belgium’s Paul-Henri Spaak. 

Perhaps European nationalisms will fade 
as such institutions as the Iron and Coal 
Community and the new Euratom project 
achieve full success. Some day there may be 
a general realization that narrow nationalism 
just does not pay. 
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A Trend in Tongues 

The English language has become, as those 
who speak it no doubt suspected, “a standard 
medium of communication.” Oliver J. Caldwell, 
assistant commissioner in the United States 
Office of Education, says only Chinese is spoken 
by more people, but Chinese is broken into 
several dialects. One of every eight persons to- 
day either speaks or is studying English, 

Does the growth of world-wide interest in 
English since World War II mean that English- 
speaking peoples need learn no other languages? 
Of course this does not follow. The rise of 
English speaks of the rising international leader- 
ship and influence of the United States and 
English-speaking nations, but if that leadership 
is to be preserved, Americans for one have 
more need than ever for learning to understand 
other peoples, their languages and ways of think- 
ing. After all, seven of every eight persons 
on earth do not speak English. 

Kenneth W. Mildenberger, an official of the 
Modern Language Association, believes that the 
nation may be pulling out of a 40-year slump in 
foreign language study. He says more than 
270,000 pupils in elementary schools are now 
studying other languages, which is four times 
as many as in 1952. Obviously a number of our 
schools are trying to teach languages where 
they are best learned—in early youth. The 

‘movement is still limited, and will require 
more and better language teachers. But if 
education is the enemy of misunderstanding, 
foreign language instruction ought to be im- 
proved greatly in America within the next 
difficult decade,

Early in 1957, before his second-term 
inauguration, President Eisenhower is 
to set out on a momentous journey by 
air to take a firsthand look at eight 
states where prolonged drouth has 
wrought disaster upon thousands of 
people and millions of acres of land. 

The President’s extended visit can 
result in a definite step toward estab- 
lishing a constructive national water 
policy. Or it can result in still further 
retreat by the Federal Government 
from its rightful concern with the gen- 
eral welfare in areas visited by eco- 
nomic misfortune. 


States hardest hit by dry weather 
are Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Colorado, Arizona, Missouri, Kansas and 
Utah. All these except Missouri have 
been classed by the Government as dis- 
aster areas. 


Colorado received $30,000,000 in fed- 
eral aid this year and expects $55,000,- 
000 next year. Rivers and wells are 
drying up: schools and restaurants are 
closing. There's a marked migration 
from farms to cities; the Rural Elec- 
tification Administration has lost 1000 
customers. 


The President will face a situation 
which challenges some of the funda- 
mentals in our concept of the relation 
of government to the people. Nature 
has small respect for social or political 
prejudice. 

The mammoth task of immediate re- 
lief is a responsibility which must be 
borne by the Federal Government. So, 
too, would be the even more massive 
problem of finding a final cure. 

What is to be the view of the Gov- 


ernment as expressed in the view of 
the Eisenhower Administration and Re- 
publican leaders? The time is long 
overdue for the Federal Government 
to set up a national water resources 
policy. 

Such a policy would of necessity 
embrace river valleys and lake basins. 
It would embrace the public domain 
which forms the source of these re- 
sources. It would include scientific re- 
search and experimentation. 

Can we expect a clear and under- 
standable and workable exposition of 
policy from the President’s flying visit 
to the drouth regions? 

Thus far Mr. Eisenhower has been 
far from consistent in his views on 
such matters. He once spoke of the 
TVA as being an example of “creeping 
Socialism”—though flood control has 
been the No. 1 concern in that program. 

The Eisenhower Administration gave 
comfort to the Idaho Power Co.'s suc- 
cessful grab for the hydroelectric site 
in Hell’s Canyon, though it meant neg- 
lect of the flood control and land rec- 
lamation features of what once had 
been a multi-purpose plan. 

On the other hand the President gave 
much praise to the long-opposed St.

The Eisenhower Administration was 
partial to the interests of private power 
in disposing of the current generated 
by the Clark Hill Dam on the Savannah 
river in Georgia.

Man can now bring the outer galaxies 
to life in miniature, and present the 
billion-year drama of creation in a 
half-millionth of a second, in a tube of 
glass. 

This by-product of nuclear fission 
studies, in which high heat and high 
speed break down the elements used, 
means much to science. Astro-physicists 
have measured the expansion of -the 
universe in galaxy light. Now they 
have demonstrable evidence of the 
process by which gravitational ener? 
can be transformed into magnetic 
energy as galaxies themselves evolve. 

More importantly, the clay of crea- 
tion has been made, in controlled ex- 
periment, to perform with that con- 
stancy of pattern long found in the 
skies, in the spiral, the giant-ring, the S- 
shaped nebulae. Here is new hope for 
discovery of a principle of uniformity 
in nature and comparable constancy in 
laws of motion and matter throughout 
the universe. 

This may seem as remote from mortal 
living and dying and dreaming as the 
farthest blue-hot star seen through the 
lens of the highest power. Yet it is 
the great ethical thinkers of every age

who are stimulated by the discoveries 
of science—the new dynamics of a 
Galileo, thé circulatory studies of a 
William Harvey—to redefine and alter 
human values. 

John Locke reasoned his way from 
laws of nature to an idea of individual 
liberty that took root in America. Dar- 
winism began an evolution in Western 
attitudes toward primitive peoples that 
now makes colonialism ethically out of 
date. The rational and romantic, deis- 
tic, materialistic; mathematical philoso- 
phers all drew from. science and left 
their marks upon the politics, schooling, 
religion and social orders of their own 
and later times. 

What mark will be left by the cosmic 
philosophers of the present as they con- 
Aemplate a “vision of creation” acted 
out under glass?’ Will they newly see 
the workings of the univérse as an in- 
finite charade, miming in cloud whorls, 
collisions of matter and the fall of 
stars, the littleness of man, the great- 
ness of one dream? If order, purpose 
and even growth preyail in such seem- 
ing chaos, what fresh hope for it in the 
affairs of men and nations, even as in 
the universe itself? 


Exit of a Political Messiah

“Facts Forum,” which Oilman Hunt 
angeled for five and a half years, has 
gone out of existence. It consisted of 
five radio and TV “discussion” pro- 
grams, tailored to fit Hunt’s ultra-con- 
servative philosophy; an opinion poll, 
which always showed the United States 
to be strongly isolationist, and neighbor- 
hood discussion groups, formed to pro- 
mote such things as the Bricker amend- 
ment, 

When it started, “Facts Forum” 
looked like a major propaganda instru- 
ment to capture the minds of Amer- 


ican people and turn them all into 
extreme rightwingers and states’ right- 
ers. At that time Oilman Hunt, him- 
self, seemed hopeful that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur would be elected President. 

Whether the re-election of President 
Eisenhower and the election of a Dem- 
ocratic Congress disillusioned Mr. Hunt 
to such an extent that he decided to 
stop trying to mold American minds, 
we do not know. Certainly, he has been 
distressed by such things as United 
States adherence to U.N. and wide- 
spread popular support for the Su- 
preme Court’s desegregation ruling. 

The messiah has walked. out on us.

Mogul of Anaconda 


ANACONDA: LIFE OF MARCUS DALY, 
THE COPPER KING, by H. M. Shoe- 
botham, (Stackpole, 217 pgs., $4.50.) 


Marcus Daly was a Montana copper 
king, who arrived in America broke 
and friendless from his native Ireland 
at the age of 15 and went on to be- 
come one of the richest and most in- 
fluential men of his time. At the height 
of his success Daly controlled Montana's 
vast copper industry, founded a news- 
paper which became one of the best in 
the country, was the dominant figure 
in Montana politics, owned a railroad 
and to satisfy a hobby, owned a string 
of the fastest race horses in the country. 

Daly’s famous feud with William 
Clark, a rival copper baron, developed 
into a war that shook the financial 
structure of the country and lasted un- 
til Daly’s death in 1900. Before his 
death Daly had created a great indus- 
trial organization, built much of Butte 
and founded Anaconda. His passing 
marked the end of an era, the likes of 
which we shall never know again. 

For a general picture of Marcus Daly 
the book is adequate but it is not toe 
well researched and there are obvious 
omissions which may have been de 
liberate in order to present a more fa 
vorable impression of the man.

A net impression has been 
created, especially abroad, that 
the President is a pacifist, and 
that on many issues of the Mid- 
die East, which are of vital 
concern to Europe, he is a very 
considerable neutralist. 

The impression is no doubt 
false, and those who have the 
impression would find it hard to 
cite chapter and verse to sup- 
port it. But there is no doubt 
that in greater or lesser degree 
the impression exists in every 
foreign office in the world.

Certainly, if the President 
asks for such a declaration, it 
cannot be refused without com- 
pounding the confusion. 


Penetration vs. Aggression. 


But let us have no illusions 
that such declaration will some- 
how constitute a new Middle 
Eastern policy and will replace 
the one which has collapsed in 
ruins. 

A warning to the Soviet 
Union not to intervene overtly 
may conceivably be needed, It 
probably can do no harm. But 
such a warning does not come 
to grips with the real problem 
of Soviet penetration, as it is 
posed in Syria and more par- 
ticularly in Egypt. 

If Nasser wants to make a 
working alliance with the Sov- 
iet Union, how, unless you over- 
throw Nasser, do you solve the 
problem? Indeed, were it not 
for the need to correct the im- 
pression of weakness created 
during the autumn, the new 
declaration now would have the 
air of being bold and definite 
about what is least likely to 
happen—an open Soviet aggres-

DEFENSE SECURITY 
RULES FOR PLANES 
ARE EASED BY CAA 


* WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP) 
—The Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration announced yesterday 
an easing of the rules for de- 
fense security control of air 
traffic. 


Effective immediately, air- 
planes leaving the United States 
no longer will be subject to the 
security rules.

Dr. Camps is considered one 
of the world’s greatest experts 
on Forensic medicine, or med- 
ical jurisprudence.

cracker crumbs, When you have 
them rolled in pairs, put them 
on a large platter and put them 
in the ice box. Leave them 
there for at least eight hours. 

When cooking time arrives, 
put enough fresh grease in the 
skillet to cover the oysters.

EGINNINGS are important, 

because they foreshadow the 

end. In training and teach- 
ing children, a good idea to 
hold in mind is that one begins 
a project to set the basis and 
the way for future action and 
its resulte. 

This is true even when start- 
ing to live with and for a 
baby. Babies do not come into 
the world as blanks on which 
we engrave an aim and a way. 
They come with patterns set by 
a long line of ancestors, pat- 
terns which are to be developed 
or modified. That is the way 
and wherefore of educating and 
training youngsters.

BABIES SOON learn the 
characteristics of ose who 
take care of them. They know 
when one is impatient, ill-tem- 
pered, or undependable, and 
they react accordingly. They 
know, too, when one is affec- 
tionate, patient and strong and 
reliable, and react to those at- 
titudes fully. 

As children grow older and 
learning becomes a conscious 
process, the beginning of a new 
experience is something to be 
careful and cautious about, 
First, prepare the child for a 
new experience and excite his 
interest. Next, set the stage for 
the result wanted. Have the 
materials needed and when the 
learner’s attention is riveted on 
the process, get to work and let 
him share the work. 


The first lesson in any sub- 
ject should be short so that the 
learner can get the idea and 
use it successfully there and 
then.

Fix It Yourself 
Drying Time of Paint. 
FRIEND of ours blew his 
A top the other day because 
some paint he applied on a 
Saturday was still not dry by 
the following Tuesday. 

He said there must be some- 
thing wrong with the paint be- 
cause there was something 
printed on the container saying 
that it took only 24 hours for 
the paint to dry. 

What our friend failed to 
realize was that this 24-hour 
drying period was based on the 
paint being applied when the 
temperature of the air around 
it was around 70 degrees. He 
applied the paint in a room that 
was unheated and the room 
temperature couldn’t have been 
much more than 40 degrees. 

When you do any painting al- 
ways remember that it will take 
paint longer to dry at lower 
temperatures than it will at 
higher temperatures. Paint 
manufacturers figure the drying 
time on the basis of the sur- 
rounding temperature being 
around 70 degrees, but if you 
apply the paint in a room where 
the temperature is 80 degrees, 
the paint will require even a 
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of paint. If the alr is very dry 
the paint will dry rapidly, If 
the air contains a lot of molis- 
ture, the paint will dry slowly. 
The drying time of paint can be 
speeded up by opening the 
windows in a room after the 
paint is on so that there is 
plenty of moving air to draw 
the moisture out of the paint. 
A portable fan can also be used 
to good effect to push or pull 
air across the painted surface. 
An electric dehumidifier placed 
in a freshly painted room will 
speed the drying time also.

looking, well-groomed teen- 
ager worked on an algebra 
problem with the help of a 
Catholic nun. Across the way, 
a chubby-faced boy, younger 
than the other, talked in ani- 
mated tones to another nun. 
They were the only four per- 
sons in the room. 

Not so long ago, these two 
boys were troubled — and in 
trouble. The teen-ager, despite 
his chronological age, was doing 
only second-grade work. The 
other boy wouldn’t go to school 
at all. They had come from 
different family backgrounds, 
from widely-separated parts of 
town, yet they had met here 
because of a common haunting 
problem, insecurity and fear. 

Their meeting place was the 
Child Center of Our Lady of 
Grace, a member agency of the 
United Fund, the Social Plan- 
ning Council and Catholic Char- 
ities, designed to diagnose and 
help mentally and emotionally 
disturbed children and to make 
them useful citizens in the 
community. The center, estab- 
lished in 1947 through the co- 
operation of the Department of 
Children of Catholic Charities 
and the religious order, Daugh- 
ters of Charity, is located at 
5320 Cabanne avenue. 

There, a professional staff 
consisting of a psychiatrist, so- 
cial workers, remedial thera- 
pists, pediatrician and clinical 
psychologists, work with chil- 
dren from the Catholic homes 
for children, Catholic day nurs- 
eries, foster and adoptive homes, 
as well as those from private 
homes, regardless of religion or 
race. 
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R. EDMOND F. SASSIN, 
ho spearheaded the 
agency’s establishment, has 
served as its medical director 
since then. The Rev. Robert P. 
Slattery is administrator. 

“Our is an agency working 
with agencies,” said Dr. Sassin, 
“a co-operative project which 
has definitely proved its value 
as a means of helping young- 
sters with behavior problems. It 
is not a remedial classroom. It 
is a treatment center. 

“Surveys have long pointed 
up the lack of this type of 
service, and the public today is 
well aware of the need of chil- 
dren for this help. It is recog- 
nized now that sa many behav- 
ior problems among children 
are really an illness to be treat- 
ed, not something to be pun- 
ished.” 

“These children are not ‘bad’ 
children,” said Father Slattery. 
“They are sick. Of course, that 
sickness may be reflected in 
serious behavior problems. A 
child may be breaking windows, 
stealing or otherwise causing 
serious trouble in his neighbor- 
hood, Or he may be afraid of 
meeting life’s situations and 
problems. The children who 
come to us either are withdraw- 
ing from life or are striking 
back. Both of these attitudes 
are the results of haunting fears

which we must combat in some 
way. 

“Formerly, a child who 
showed these behavior problems 
was locked up either at home 
or in an institution and little or 
no effort was made to rehabili- 
tate him. But today, people are 
becoming more and more aware 
of the benefits of psychiatry 
and social work in straighten- 
ing out these serious behavior 
problems.” 


Thus it is that the center be- 
comes a roadblock, preventing 
a disturbed child from the al- 
most inevitable journey either 
to a corrective institution or to 
a mental hospital. One of the 
two boys I had seen in the clinic 
had coupled-bahavior difficulties 
with truancy to such an extent 
that he was far behind others 
of his age group. Yet, here at 
the center, he had conquered 
his fears and had made up the 
academic work to join his right 
class in high school. 

The other boy, tormented by 
an unexplained fear, had missed 
more than a year of regular 
schooling, but through the help 
of the psychiatrist and therapists 
was able to face and conquer 
his terror and was back in 
school, a happily adjusted boy. 
Even so, both were continuing 
to visit the center until their 
cases could be closed and 
marked completely cured. 

Because school is a major 
facet of a child's life, the center 
uses a classroom situation as 


the focal point of the therapy. 
However, each child is given a 


tailor-made treatment program. 


It may be active treatment by 
a psychiatrist. It may be medi- 
cation. It may be physical help 
by a pediatrician. It may be 
work with a psychologist, psy- 
chiatric social worker or with 
the three Catholic sisters on the 
staff, all of whom are trained 
therepists. 

“It’s a completely permissive 
atmosphere within the clinic,” 
said Father Slattery. “One child, 
for instance, sat there for sev- 
eral days with a stick in his 
hand. There was no effort to 
take the stick away from him 
because the therapist recog- 
nized that he felt he needed to 
strike out and this was a sym- 
bol of that need. Another child 
ate candy all the time. The 
therapist told him quietly and 
pleasantly that this was against 
the rules but he defied her so 
she told him, ‘All right, when 
you're ready to stop, you will.’ 
As a result the youngster did 
stop eating candy soon because 
the need for defiance and break- 
ing of established rules no 
wey seemed important to 
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LTHOUGH each child who 
A comes to the center repre- 
sents a different behavior 
problem, there are certain com- 
mon denominators found in all

Musical Beauty Aids 


HE young girl who’s devel- 
oping too much jaw for the 
symmetry of her face—or 
who isn’t developing enough of 
it—can be helped by music.

EXPERTS of the Selmer 
music research center, working 
from recent studies by Dr.

But the center is not 
treating the symptoms; it is 
concerned with the cause. 


“Have you met children who 
are terribly anxious and afraid, 
fearful of being alone or fear- 
ful of even the familiar places 
and persons?” Father Slattery 
asked. “Children who tremble 
when brought to school, who 
flee from the classroom and 
teacher? These are among our 
children. Here, too, are those 
who have been so hurt by _life 
that they seek to escape in a 
world of fantasy, others who 
are unruly and _ destructive 
9 some who actually are hos- 

e. 

“Some of these children are 
consumed by hate. But they 
all have one thing in common. 
They are unhappy and their 


unhappiness usually stems from . 


definite causes and envelopes 
the entire family. So we must 
work with the parents or foster 
parents as well as with the 
children, 


“We don’t cure all the cases 
that come to us, but if we get 
them early enough and if we 
have the right kind of co-opera- 
tion from parents or guardians, 
we can help a great deal. If, 
however, our psychiatrist feels 
that a child needs psychiatric 
institutional care we do not or- 
dinarily continue with that 
case because we can’t give him 
the kind of help he should 
have. We want to make our 
facilities available to those 
whom we can benefit. We are 
sorely in need of a place where 
children can live and receive 
complete phychiatric treat- 
ment.” 


Most of the children are re- 


ferred to the clinic by the So- 
ciety of St. Vincent De Paul

HEN come physical, psycho- 

logical and psychiatric tests 

and finally—and this is one 
of the most important steps— 
discussion at a staff conference 
where a diagnosis is made and 
treatment outlined. The final 
decision always rests with the 
psychiatrist, guided by the opin- 
ions of the entire staff. 


“We are trying to find out 
the source of their fears,” said 
Father Slattery. ‘That in itself 
may require months. Then our 
staff must take steps to combat 
those fears. That may take 
even longer, and each child is 
given a special, individualized 
treatment to meet his own par- 
ticular problem.” 


Some of the children come to 
the agency only once a week 
for psychiatric treatment. Some 
come every day. In the year 
ending October 1956, there were 
252 cases, of which 146 were 
— during that 12-month pe- 


Agency policies limit service 
to those whose parents cannot 
afford to pay, so all income is 
from the United Fund, with a 
small supplementary grant from 
federal mental health funds. 
The annual budget is $25,000. 

“But,” said Father Slattery, 
“that isn’t much when we think 
in terms of saving to the com- 
munity. It’s far better to keep 
a child here one year than to 
pay taxes to keep him in the 
penitentiary or mental hospital 
for 25 years.”

We readily condone South's 
overbidding based on the vul- 
nerability and the opposing 
part-score. What's more, who 
are we to quarrel with such 
spectacular success? 


After South cashed his ace 
and king of hearts he found 
himself suddenly and prema- 
turely end-played. From the 
bidding and a view of dummy 
he pretty well knew it, too. 
Dummy’s A-J-9 of diamonds, 
made a lead in that suit away 
from South’s 10 pretty likely to 
be costly. A club lead certainly 
would give declarer a free fi- 
nesse in that suit. And as for 
a spade lead away from the 
doubleton king with declarer 
marked with all the rest of the 
suit ... well, what about a 
spade lead! 

South selected the spade nine 
at trick three and it was the 
only card in his hand which had 
a chance to save the day and it 
did. Declarer played the queen 
from dummy and North played 
the three. Declarer didn’t know 
that North had no choice but to 
play low; North was a good 
player and would know that 
covering the spade queen, if he 
held the K-7-3, couldn’t gain on 
this bidding. So when dummy’s 
spade queen held, declarer had 
to guess and he guessed wrong. 
He played North for the K-7-3 
and South for the lone 9, at 
least equally plausible on the 
bidding and play to the holdings 
which actually existed. 


When dummy’s spade five, 
North’s seven, and East's 10 fell 
to the South’s blank king at 
trick four, that gallant defender 
was out of trouble. With dummy 
holding no more trumps he was 
able this time to exit with a 
third round of hearts. There 
was nothing declarer could now 
do about his losing club. In 
actuality, East went down two 
tricks. Feeling certain the club 
king was wrong from South’s 
bidding, he chose to play South 
for the diamond queen and took 
that finesse instead. So he then 
lost both a diamond and a club 
in addition to that fatal spade 
king and two hearts.

NEW YORK. 


HEN I first read about 
Wine President’s plan for 

the Middle East I was 
troubled about the military 
part of it. But as I examined 
it, it did not seem to be any- 
thing very new. 


We already have pledged 
military aid in the event of 
Soviet aggression against 
Greece, Turkey, Pakistan and 
Iran. To say that we will de- 
fend any Middle Eastern coun- 
try that asks our help against 
similar aggression is not com- 
mitting ourselves t6 very much 
more than that to which we are 
already committed. And I 
doubt whether the Soviets will 
try open aggression. What they 
are doing in Syria is much 
more likely to be the line fol- 
lowed in other places, and 
there is nothing we can do 
about that, because it was done 
with the consent of the coun- 


' try itself. 


* * * 


PERSONALLY, I would like 
to see a real effort made to 
come to an agreement with the 
Soviet Union in which neither 
they nor we would attempt to 
gain control in any country in 
the Middle East and that arms 
would not be provided to any 
country in that area. 

This would, 1 think, serve 
notice that as far as we are 
concerned, we do not care to 
control any of these countries 
and we are more than happy 
to see them developing along 
their own lines in peaceful 
ways, without any military aid. 

Economic development, I 
think, could be enormously use- 
ful. I am not foolish enough to 
think that this would not bring 
about rivalry, but this is a kind 
of rivalry we can always bear 
up under. 


It may well be, however, that | 


even where economic ald is con- 
cerned, we should consider giv- 
ing it through the United Na- 
tions. This might bring about 
less ill-feeling between the So- 
viets and ourselves, and the 
Arab states then might feel a 
greater freedom.

WE MUST NOT FORGET 
that these countries have a 
great fear of colonialism and, 
while they need aid for develop- 
ment and people to help them 
train their own experts along 
many lines of administration 
and organization, it is not 
strange that they look with con- 
siderable anxiety on help com- 
ing from any one of the great 
powers. 

I am glad that the President 
has put forward his plan. I 
hope, too, it will be widely dis- 
cussed and that something really 
constructive will come out of it.

Duchess of Windsor and Princess Grace Follow in Annual Poll

NEW YORK (INS). 
RS. WILLIAM PALEY. the 
M Deetess of Windsor and 
Princess Grace of Monaco 
rank one-two-three on this 
year’s list of the world’s best 
dressed women. 

It was the fourth straight 
year that Mrs. Paley has been 
named as the world’s best 
dressed woman by the couture 
group of the New York Dress 
Institute on the basis of a poll 
of 3000 fashion experts. A 
slender brunette in her late

The new list produced one 
new name.

haif cup water, one small onion, 
one teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine.
